Claims 1 and 3 : 

Document 1: JP 57-186378 A (Mitsubishi Electric 

Corporation), 16 November 1982, entire text; 
all drawings (Family: none) 
Document 1 sets forth a laser device, wherein a 
laser beam is output by discharging current at a power 
pulse train with a higher frequency than the laser output 
response frequency; and indicates that the laser is 
controlled by thinning out this power pulse train. 

Here, the use of a power pulse train with a higher 
frequency than the laser output response frequency is the 
same as setting the switching cycle to be faster than the 
time constant of discharge power and laser output. 

in the invention set forth in document 1, 
controlling the overall width of this thinned pulse train 
is a feature which could be accomplished as necessary by a 
person skilled in the art. 

Therefore the invention set forth in claims 1 and 3 
does not involve an inventive step.

Claim 1 contains the wording "pulses of said 
instruction pulse group are thinned according to pulse 

width setting" . 

However, this wording does not go as far as 
specifying that the degree of pulse thinning is switched 
according to pulse width setting. 
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
